There are several ways of entering machine code into your 64. You could 
painstakingly hand-assemble your list of 6502/6510 mnemonics into DATA 
statements using a Basic loader. But you could buy a machine-code monitor or, 
better still, an assembler. The last two methods are recommended to avoid 
sleepless nights. Ken Ryder has been getting to grips with Audiogenic's machine- 
code monitor and Doctor Watson's Beginner's Assembly Language, whilst Dermot 
Williams has grappled with Interceptor's Assembler 64 and Zeus 64 from Design 
Design.
